When  the  UFO  took  off  toward  the  mountains  and 
disappeared,  Mr.  X started  his  car  again  and  drove  on  into  Alamo- 
gordo to  the  home  of  a friend,  Mrs.  Coral  Lorenzen.

The  similarity  to  the  Loveland  case  is  striking  and  if  v;'C  can  believe

► ASITKl.N,  the  most  familiar  drug  in 
mankind's  mcilicine  chest,  goes  to  work 
wlien  the  pituitary  gl.ind  changes  it  into  an 
oxidf/.ed  ctmipouiul  knouai  as  gcntisic  acid, 
Prof.  lolm  K.  Chiini.m  and  Ross  Cr.ibirec 
of  die  Purdue  University  Sc1kk>1  of  Phar- 
tii.aey  luve  found. 

They  knew  that  gentisic  acid  has  the 
sauw  riTtct  as  aspirin,  minus  a.spirin’s  tox- 
Icitv.  Thev  also  knew  th.ii  rheumatic  fever

patients  and  others  wlio  take  large  iloses 
of  aspirin  excrete  more  gcntisic  acid  tli.m 
normal  people  dt«.  Sf»  lliey'  devised  an  e.x- 
pcrimeni  to  discover  whether  gendsio  acii! 
is  a breakdown  product  of  aspirin  .and 
where  thi.s  process  takes  place. 

I’irsi  they  imluced  lever  in  r.its  by  feed- 
ing them  a peptone  solution.  Then  diey 
injected  aspirin  labeled  with  c.irbon-M  into 
tlic  rats,  rorty-five  minutes  later  they  anal 
y/.ed  the  rats'  bhunl,  lungs,  adrenal  and 
pituitary  gl.inds- — die  places  where  aspirin 
.tceuinulaies,  according  to  earlier  experi- 
inenis  under  Prof.  Christian’s  dtrectt'iii. 

In  the  pituitary,  the  Unly’s  “m.ister 
gland,"  they  found  gcntisic  acid.  It  was 
l.thelcd  w'itli  carlnm  14.  In  none  of  the 
other  org.uis  in  whidt  .aspirin  accumul.ites 
w.is  this  tombin.iiion  found. 

Oentisic  add  is  an  o\idf/.ed  product  of 
acctylsili^  >lic  acid,  or  aspirin.  It  is  less 
toxic  than  aspirin  iiccaitse  of  the  addition 
of  a hyilroxyl  groii;*. 

The  pituilaiy  gl.md  cimt.iiiis  huge 
anioiinls  of  vitamin  Ck  which  is  .in  n.xiili/- 
ing  .igent.  I'uriher,  the  piiiiit.iry  gl.tiul  is 
the  next  iloor  m ighbnr  of  the  liody's  lie.n 
cmurol  center  in  the  posterior  portion  of 
the  hr.dn.  the  Iiyiioth.d.muis. 

These  findings  k;ul  the  Ihirdne  scion  lists 
to  believe  tli.it  .i  iiuidtficd  gontivlc  acid 
molcoilc  miglil  prove  even  more  useful  aiid 

safe  ih.iii  .ispirin  itself.

Aetiiiilly  the  meteors  iire  moving  in  a 
great  circular  swarm  aroiiiul  tiie  sun,  which 
the  earth  crtisses  at  this  time  of  year,  so 
their  motion  is  parallel.  The  eff'-ct  of  .seem- 
ing to  rjitliate  from  Leo  is  one  of  perspec- 
tive. 'I'lieir  tracks  ctm verge  in  the  tllstance, 
like  the  parallel  tracks  of  a r.iilm.ul. 

Meteors  Come  in  Cycles 

These  meteors  take  about  33  years  to  en- 
circle the  sun,  and  at  one  point  they  are 
much  more  numerous  than  clse^vhere.  In 
1833  and  1866  the  earth  encountered  this 
concentration  ami  there  was  a brilliant  dis- 
play, with  meteors  seemingly  coming  down 
almost  like  snosvflakcs. 

By  the  next  two  times  aruund,  in  1H99 
and  19.32,  the  dense  duster  had  been 
switched  aside  iKcausc  of  the  gravitational 
attraction  of  Jupiter  as  it  had  passed  near  it. 
Tn  these  years,  instead  of  a good  display, 
the  T.conitl  meteors  were  iiititc  pt^^ir. 

Despite  tlie  bombardment  of  the  earth  hy 
these,  and  other  meteor  show  ers,  the  meteors 
do  not  reach  the  ground.  They  .arc  tiny 
tilings,  no  larger  th.m  pinheads,  and  arc 
completely  burned  by  friction  as  they  en- 
counter the  resistance  imposed  by  the  earth’s 
atmosphere. 

There  also  are  stray  meteors,  not  con- 
nected with  any  regular  showers.  Once  in 
a while  these  arc  large  enough  to  survive 
the  passage  through  the  .atmosphere.  One  of 
the  largest  meteorites  discovered  is  that 
foil  rid,  along  with  twi*  smaller  ones,  in 
Clrceiiland  in  189-1.  It  measures  It  by  7 by  5 
feet  and  weighs  36.5  tons.
